' The foundation for the first engine 
and electric unit was completed last 
•week and has been settling and hard- 
ening since.the last bit of concrete 
was poured. The foundations for the 
building are now completed and the: 
•work of laying the foundation for the 
second unit is progressing. 


The big engine which is to furnish 


the power to drive the electrical unit 
-was not brought to this city a couple 
of weeks ago, as planned, but has 
•been left standing on the car on the 
-side track at Ormond. 
It will be 


brought to this city by the first of 
the week and the work of setting the 
engine will be started as soon as it 
.arrives here. The electrical part of 
the machinery is in Jacksonville and 
-will be forwarded here as soon as the 
«ity is ready to receive it. 


Through a misunderstanding the en- 


gine was sent to Ormond instead of 
the car being placed on the siding 
at the branch 
of 
the 
Fairbanks, 


Morse company at Jacksonville, and 
the car has been at Ormond for some 
time. It has not been brought on to 
this city because the city was not in 
position to take care of it after ar- 
rival. 


It is understood the foundation will 


be ready to receive the engine by the 
first of next week and the .work of 
setting it up can be started at once. 
The installation of the 
machinery 


will take about two weeks, and during 
that time the foundation will be suf- 
ficiently hardened and settled for the 
•engine to be operated. 


The city is now having the lines 


and poles inspected to see what re- 
pairs and changes are needed for the 
distribution of current with the idea 
of having everything in readiness for 
tha, distribution of,, current as soon 
as the new machinery can be oper- 
ated.

OLD PEST HOUSE IS 


TO BE TORN DOWN 


MATERIAL WILL

The old pest house erected by the 


pity about ten years, ago during an- 
epidemic of smallpox in a mild fonn, 
is to be torn down and the material 
in the building will bemused in the 
construction of the new municipal 
light plant. 


Instructions were given the electric 


light committee of the city council to 
tear down the building, at the meeting 
of the city council Tuesday night, and 
the committee will proceed to carry 
out these instructions. 


During the epidemic of smallpox 


about ten years ago the city pur- 
chased five acres of ground along the 
Daytona road near the north limits 
of the corporation 
and erected a 


building 12x24 feet, with two rooms 
covered and 
sided 
with galvanized 


iron. For a time there were four pa- 
tients confined in the building and 
that was the only time it has ever 
been used. During the years following 
its consrtuction it has been a har- 
binger of tramps and boomers of all 
kinds and classes, but the building is 
still in good condition. 


The structure stands west of the 


Daytoua road and is so far back and 
so well concealed in the woods that 
few people in the city know its loca- 
tion and many do not know of its 
existence. 
It is contended that if 


there ever comes another time when 


pest house is needed the city can 


build one in a short time and probably 
at less expense than would be required 
to pay for the material that can now 
be used in the construction of the 
electric plant. 


The light plant building is to be 


40x40 feet constructed of brick, with 
the exception of the south side of 
the structure, where it is proposed to 
use the galvanized iron from the old 
pest house to form the side of the 
building. This will permit of the ex- 
tension of the east and west sides 
of the structure with brick for the in- 
stallation 
of other electrical units 


when the -improvements contemplated 
by the railroad are completed, and 
the» a permanent brick wall can be 
cojxstrocjted to take the place of the 
temporary wall. 


The roof of the building will be 


made of slate surface, as if has been 
found that such a roof can be built 
cheaper and better than to use gal- 
vanized iron.

Algernon S. Brown, a resident *f 


this vicinity for the last 43 years ao4 
one of the well known men of thU 
section, died Monday afternoon 
at 


the home of H. W. Coffin at Hawk* 
Park. 


Funeral services were held at t»» 


Coffin home Wednesday morning, con- 
ducted by Rev. A. B. Cannady, and 
the remains were laid to rest in th« 
Hawks Park 'cemetery. He is tk* 
third Confederate veteran to be hurled 
at Hawks Park. 


Mr. Brown was a native of Florida; 


having been born in the north part 
of the state July 2, 1847, being 72 
years of age at the time of his deal*. 


After the Civil war he settled i» 


Georgia and came here with his 
brother, Edward Brown, in 1877, tak- 
ing up homesteads on the peninsula 
south of Coronado and about oppo- 
site Hawks Park. 
Edward Brow» 


built his house on the ocean side and 
Algernon Brown built his home on th» 
river side of the peninsula. Both were 
bachelors and each lived alone. 


Realizing that advancing years and 


failing health was gradually breaking 
him down. Edward Brown a few years 
ago decided to return to his old home 
at Quincy and shortly after his re- 
turn to that place he died. 


Although their homes were not a 


mile apart the brothers 
apparently 


had little in common and some times 
went for months without seeing each 
other. A trail across the peninsula 
between the ocean and the river con- 
nected the two places and for many 
years this has been known as Brown's 
trail. 


After his brpther left Algernon coo- 


tinued to live alone in the frama 
shack he had built on the river shor» 
many years ago. He had few visitors, 
but was always cordial to those who 
did call at his place and those per- 
sons who have Visited the house where 
Bnrwn lived will always have a vivid 
memory of the house and the sur- 
roundings. 
During the last 
few 


months Mr. Brown's health has fail- 
ed rapidly and a few weeks ago h» 
was taken to the Forster sanatorium 
for treatment and attention. 
When 


the sanatarium was closed a couple 
of weeks ago he was taken to the 
home of Mr. Coffin and has beep 
given the best of care by these hospit- 
able people since that time. 


So far as known he leaves no rel- 


atives. 
Stories are told of the rea- 


son for the two brothers coming to 
the peninsula and settling down to 
each live alone for the balance of his 
life, being because of disappointments 
in love affairs when young men, and 
vows that they would never return to 
the scenes of their disappointments. 


The interior of the house where 


Brown lived can never be forgotten 
by any person who has seen it. Fur- 
niture, 
bedding, books, papers and 


magazines placed in the house through 
the years from the time it was built 
up to the present time have not beea 
moved. 
Even cast off clothing dis- 


carded and hung on nails 40 years- 
ago still hanging in the same spots 
and on the same nails. When touched 
now it falls to pieces.

The old pest house erected by the 


pity about ten years, ago daring an- 
epidemic of smallpox in a mild form, 
la to be torn down and the material 
in the building wilt be used in the 
construction of the new municipal 
light plant. 


Instructions were given the electric 


light committee of the city council to 
tear down the building, at the meeting 
of the city council Tuesday night, and 
the committee will proceed to carry 
out these instructions. 


During the epidemic of smallpox 


about ten years ago the city pur- 
chased five acres of ground along the 
Daytona road near the north limits 
of the corporation 
and erected a 


building 12x24 feet, with two rooms 
covered and 
sided 
with galvanized 


iron. For a time there were four pa- 
tients confined in the building and 
that was the only time it has ever 
been used. During the years following 
its consrtuction it has been a har- 
binger of tramps and boomers of all 
kinds and classes, but the building is 
still in good condition. 


The structure stands west of the 


Daytoua road and is so far back and 
so well concealed in the woods that 
few people in the city know its loca- 
tion and many do not know of its 
existence. 
It is contended that if 


there ever comes another time when 
a pest house is needed the city can 
build one in a short time and probably 
at less expense than would be required 
to pay for the material that can now 
be used in the construction of the 
electric plant. 


The light plant building is to be 


40x40 feet constructed of brick, with 
the exception of the south side of 
the structure, where it is proposed to 
use the galvanized iron from the old 
pest house to form the side of the 
building. This will permit of the ex- 
tension of the east and west sides 
of the structure with brick for the in- 
stallation 
of other electrical units 


when the -improvements contemplated 
by the railroad are completed, and 
the» a permanent brick wall can be 
abstracted to take the place of the 
temporary wall. 


The roof of the building will be 


made of slate surface, as if has been 
found that such a roof can be built 
cheaper and better than to use gal- 
vanized iron.

Algernon S. Brown, a resident *f 


this vicinity for the last 43 years wU 
one of the veil known men of thU 
section, died Monday afternoon 
at 


the home of H. W. Coma at Hawk* 
Park. 


Funeral services were held at th» 


Coffin home Wednesday morning, con- 
ducted by Rev. A. B. Cannady, and 
the remains were laid to rest in th« 
Hawks Park 'cemetery. He is tk* 
third Confederate veteran to he burled 
at Hawks Park. 


Mr. Brown was a native of Florida; 


having been born in the north part 
of the state July 2, 1847, being 72 
years of age at the time of his death. 


After the Civil war he settled i» 


Georgia and came here with his 
brother, Edward Brown, in 1877, tak- 
ing up homesteads on the peninsula 
south of Coronado and about oppo- 
site Hawks Park. 
Edward Brow» 


built his house on the ocean side and 
Algernon Brown built his home on th» 
river side of the peninsula. Both were 
bachelors and each lived alone. 


Realizing that advancing years and 


failing health was gradually breaking 
him down. Edward Brown a few years 
ago decided to return to his old home 
at Qumcy and shortly after his re- 
turn to that place he died. 


Although their homes were not a 


mile apart the brothers 
apparently 


had little in common and some times 
went for months without seeing each 
other. A trail across the peninsula 
between the ocean and the river con- 
nected the two places and for many 
years this has been known as Brown's 
trail. 


After his brother left Algernon con- 


tinued to live alone in the frama 
shack he had built on the river shor» 
many years ago. He had few visitors, 
but was always cordial to those who 
did call at his place and those per- 
sons who have Visited the house where 
Brow.n lived will always have a vivid 
memory of the house and the sur- 
roundings.

given the best of care by these hospit- 
able people since that time. 


So far as known he leaves no rel- 


atives. 
Stories are told of the rea- 


son for the two brothers coming to 
the peninsula and settling down to 
each live alone for the balance of his 
life, being because of disappointments 
in love affairs when young men, and 
vows that they would never return to 
the scenes of their disappointments. 


The interior of the house where 


Brown lived can never be forgotten 
by any person who has seen it. Fur- 
niture, 
bedding, books, papers and 


magazines placed in the house through 
the years from the time it was built 
up to the present time have not beea 
moved. 
Even cast off clothing dis- 


carded and hung on nails 40 years- 
ago still hanging in the same spots 
and on the same nails. When touched 
now it falls to pieces.
